At the time, in 1876, when there was, un- 
der the new charter, an @ntirely new Coun- 
cil elected, the financial condition of the city 
was at the lowest stage, only short of an 
actual suspension of the City Government. 
The city owed a bonded debt so far in excess 
nee. 
borrow a dollar by the sale of bonds. It 
owed in addition nearly four millions of 
floating debt, represented by interest- 
paper, which was wholly illegal 
veid. This paper had deen issued so 
yoluminously that it could no longer 


be sold except at a discount, and 


at last the city was unable to raise enough 
money on it to pay the semi-annual interest 
on the public debt. The legality of the strip 
was questioned, and at last the Courts de- 
clared its fasué to be illegal. The city was at 
a standstill, and its paper was formally pro- 
tested. The profligate legislation of the 


} Gouncil, its excessive appropriations and 


ruinous tax-levies, had created a spirit of re- 
volt; taxes were not paid, and many openly 
defied the city to enforce its levies. It was 
at this time that the new charter, adopted 
some yéar Or more before by the bummers as 
a means of perpetuating their own official 
existence, went into operation, and fortun 
ately provided for the election of an en: 
tirely new Council. 

Popular interest was generally excited. 
There was a cordial union of the general 
publie against the dishonest crowd that had 
80 long abused public confidence. Political 
divisions were abandoned, and there was & 
Council elacted composed mainly of the best 
class of citizens, and of a class that had too 
long negi¢ all participation in city 
politics. effect was immediate. Publie 
confidence was restored. The Council at 
once began the work of retrenchment. 80 
far as they had the power they repealed and 
suspended appropriations and limited ex- 
penditures. During that and the succeeding 
year, by thé abolition of useless offices and 
the redaction of salaries they reduced the 
expenditure on that account 40 per cent. 
They suspended the renewal of the old 
scrip. “Their appeal to the public was 
followed dy the payment of taxes. 
Ot the whole tax-levy for 1876, 9 per 
cent was ‘collected. proceeding which 
was unprecedented in the history of the city. 
The levy for 1877 was two millions less than 
that for 187% Such was the economy in ex- 

diture that there was begun a surplus 
und in the Treasury. The same wise écon- 
omy and rigid accountability was followedin

the city expenses were either paid, or the cash 
for that purpose was in the Treasury. Inter- 
est on scrip was stopped. The law officers of 
the city obtained from the Legislature au- 
thority to relevy the taxes of previous years, 
which, being improperly levied, had never 
been collected. Substantially, in less than 
four years the City-Treasury had been res 
cued from bankruptcy. The four millions of 
floating debt had all been taken up and paid, 
the funded debt: had been reduced $250,000, 
and there was nearly a million of dollars sur- 


plus revenue accumulated in the Treasury. 


The present Council made some desperate 


| efforts, in framing the appropriations for the ) 
present year, to swell the tax-levy and to 


squander the surplus in the Treasury. ‘To 
the firmmess of the Mayor and the City Con- 


troller the public is indebted for the defeat 


of most of these schemes. One year more of 
honest and economical government will see 
the city finances so far restored that the 
City Government will be able to do a cash 
business, without having to borrow a dollar, 
and yet have its affairs administered more 
efficiently than they had ever been in the 
days of the most profligate expenditure. 

In this view of the case our readers will 
understand the importance of every election 
for members of the City Council. During all 
these years the most strenuous efforts have 
been made to break down the restraints which 
have been placed upon Aldermanic extraya- 
gance. At very election candidates in the 
interest of wild appropriations and of an in- 
crease of offices and of salaries have struggled 
hard to get in the Council. So far, though 


that class have been strongly represented, it 


has failed to get control of the City Legisla- 
ture. At the election on Tuesday a few of 
the worst men who have ever been in the 
City Government were elected, but fortunate- 


ly there will be in the new Council a majority 


sufficiently strong to protect the city against 
the schemes to return to the extrava- 
gances. of thé past, ahd especially to 
rob the Treasury of the accumulated 
savings of previous years of economy 
and honest government. Citizens who are 
enjoying the results of the last four years of 
honest city government are too apt to over- 
look the fact or forget that all the benefits 
of our present financial condition are due to 
the firmness and integrity of the majority 
which has ruled the City Council since 1878. 
Thirty thousand of these citizens, the most 
of whom have important interests dependent 
on the continuance of good city government, 
omitted to attend the polls on Tuesday last, 
and if the City Government has not been 
handed over to the control of a majority of 
Hildreths and Lawlers, these thirty thousand 


voters can claim no credit for the failure. It 


has only been four years since the city was 
in practical bankruptcy, and yet one-half the 
voters stay away from the polls, though they 
know that all the good that has been accom- 
plished may be destroyed in one year by a 
corrupt and profligate majority in the City 


Council.

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 

Senator Voorhees’ investigation into the 
causes and progress of the negro exodus 
from the South drags its slow length along 
without affording its instigator much com- 
fort. Nearly every day there is some testi- 
mony or some circumstance which makes 
the problem more than ever difficult of 
solution from a Democratic point of view. 
Chariton H. Taudy, a colored man, and the 
President of the St. Louis Refuge Relief 
Board, presented the Committee with a 
memorial, signed by white citizens of eminent 
position, which it will puzzle the Democrats 
to answer. It sets forth (1) that the 
migration of the negroes from the South 
in great multitudes is an undisputed 
fact; (2) that they change their homes in 
spite of the threatened hardships of a severer 
climate, and without any special hope as to 
the future; (3) that they are practically 
tmanimous in their determination not to re- 
turn; and (4) that itis the fear engendered 
by past experience rather than the hope of 
future amelioration which impels them to 
make so radical asd hazardous a change. 
This view of the case throws upon the Derr 
ocrats the burden of explaining the exodus 
upon any other theory than that of extreme 
cruelty and injusti@ to the blacks at the 
South, migration agents, if there were 
any, would appeal in vain to a con- 
tented and pros people to under- 
go the hardships incident to a change 
of home and climate without tangi- 
ble evidences ofa betterment in 
material conditions. The negro would nat- 
urally prefer the ¢nsouciant associations of 
Southern plantation-life, other things being 
equal, to the trials of pioneering in a new 
country. Then why does he quit his old 
home? Why does he drag his wife and chil- 
dren away from. their eld friends, and sub- 
ject them to exposure, fatigue, and disease? 
The statements and affidavits which Taudy 
submitted to the Senate Oommittee tell the 
reason, but it fs not the explanation the Dem- 
ocrats are seeking. These statements are 
unanimous in ascribing “ bad treatment and 
the denial of their civil, religious, and polit- 
ical rights“ as the main cause of the exodus, 
The negroes are robbed by the storekeepers 
and merchants. Their services are mort- 
gaged in advance, under such conditions as 
render them slaves in spite of thie War, in 
spite of the Emancipation Proclamation, in 
spite of the constitutional amendments. “ If 
I vote the Republican ticket, I wakes 
up next morning th a graveyard,” says 
one of the refugees; The laws. and 
the law-officers discriminate against the 
blacks in all issues between them and the 


whites. If the negroés hold religious meet- 


ings they are accused of secretly organizing 
to massacre the whites, though, as a matter 
of fact, the massacreing has always been the 
other way. The exodus will néver'cease,” 
is the testimony of Mr. Taudy, until the 
Southern whites stop the cruelties they prac- 
tice on the colored people.” That is the ex- 
planation of the negro exodus in a nutsheſl, 
and the Democrats will seek in yain any 
other that will be reasonable or satisfy the 
intelligent people of the country.

MORE DEMOCRATIC BULLDOZING. 

There seems to be no end to the various de- 
vices employed by the desperate Democracy 
to steal the Presidency at the next election. 
Disfranchisement, corruption, bribery, for- 
gery, perjury, bulldozing, and ballot-box stuff- 
ing have already been employed to defeat 
the will of the majority in pursuance of the 
advices sent out from Gramercy Park.

Taking advantage of these pro- 
visions, the Assessors, under instructions 
from high official authority, omitted thou- 
sands of names of Republicans from 
the lists, for the most part names of colored 
men, but including also many whites who | 
had paid their taxes regularly for years. 
They evidently considered that the negroes 
were too ignorant to discover the omission, 
or, if they should discover it, that they were 
too poor to go to county-seats and appear 
before the Levy Courts. The Republican 
leaders, however, have discovered the swin- 
die and are making every effort to thwart it 


by bringing the voters before the Levy 


Courts, though even in the courts, which are 
Democratic and do the bidding of the lead- 
ers, their efforts are impeded by delays and 
the consumption of the utmost possible time 
on each case.

A CORRUPT CONTRACT BEFORE CONGRESS. 
A Washington dispatch states that Con- 
gressman Chalmers, of Mississippi, has, as 
Chairman of a sub-committee of the House 
Committee on the Pacific Railroads, written 
an elaborate report affirming the legality of 
the corrupt contract between the Pacific 
Railtoads and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. This contract, it will be remem- 
bered, provides that the Pacific Railroads 
shall pay the Steamship Company a subsidy 
of $1,320,000 a year for the privilege of die- 
tating the ocean rates between New York 
and San Francisco, and in order to enable 
the railroads to maintain their policy of ex- 
tortion, : 

If it be true that Mr. Chalmers has written 
and intends to present a report approving 
this contract, it is proper that the public 
should understand the circumstances which 
have given him the opportunity thus to be- 
tray the public interests. When the subject 
was first brought to the attention of Con- 
gress, it was moved to refer the investigation 
to the Judiciary Committee, where it prop- 
erly belonged. For some tnexplained 
reason, Mr. Conger, of Michigan, ob- 
jected: to such reference, and, with the 
aid of Speaker Randall, the investigation 
was turned over to the Pacific Railngad Com- 
mittee, This action was suspicious from the 
outset, and it will be construed as a deliber- 
ate effort to discriminate against the public in- 


terests in favor of the monopolists if the Pa- 


cific Railroad Committee shall adopt a white- 
washing report. As the question is a legal 
one, any Congressional examination thereof 
should have been intrusted primarily to the 
Judiciary Committee, which would haye 
been disposed, by reason of its personnel and 
the peculiar line of its duty, to decide thé 
matter in a spirit of impartial justice. But 
the Pacific Railroad Committee, upon which 
Chalmers holds the second place and of which 
he is the actual leader; was organized by 
Speaker Randall for the protection of the 
Pacific Railroad interests rather than that of 
the public interests, and it will not be sur- 
prising if the conspiracy against the public 
shall be sustained.

If there is no statute which prohibits 
a corrupt contract of this kind, it is still in 
defiance of the common law. 
principles of the common law do not impel 
Congress to set aside the contract, then the 
power still remains in that body to regulate 
the rates upon the Pacific Railroads, which 
would be the most direct and most effective 
remedy that can be provided. Hence Con- 
gress will be absolutely without excuse if it 
be persuaded by Mr. Chalmers or the Pacific 
Railroad Committee to approve of the con- 
spiracy between the railroads and the Steam- 
ship Company, and to deny to the publie the 
protection which the public has the right to 
demand from the Government.

West Pout, April 8.—An; exaggerated story 
was sent out from here yesterday, about an as- 
sault on colored Cadet Whittaker, who was 
said to have been found lying bound, in a 
pool of blood, with his ears slit and 
head badly bruised. Whittaker said he 
was assaulted by three masked men, 
hit on the head with a club, and lay partly un- 
conscious for six hours. Thestory was doubted 
from the first. The doctors found no bruise, 
such as must have been made had the cadet 
beent hit as he claimed. They said he 
could not have been unconscious, and could 
have freed himself at any time had he chosen, 
as the tying proved to amount to nothing, Had 
he made ever so little noise, moreover, he 
would have awakened two cadets near 
at hand. Gen. Schofield, :interviewed by 
your correspondent, said he could er- 
press no opinion, but he stated these 
facts, and left the undoubted inference that he 
believed Whittaker put up the job. There were 
two reasons for his doing so: One to make him- 
self famous, and the other to help him through 
his next examination, which he had little hope of 
passing legitimately. The slitsin his ears were 
trifling cuts with a penknife. The threatening 
letter, besides, which he claimed was sent bim 
some time ago, is in handwriting looking like his 
own with attempted concealment. The upan- 
imous opinion here is that Whittaker was his 
own assailant.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—Seeretary Ram- 
sey, on receiving from Gen. Schofield, Superin- 
tendent of West Point, a report of the alleged 
maiming of Whittaker, the colored cadet, tele- 
graphed him to institute a strict inquiry. Should 
it appear that the outrage had been committed 
by cadets they were to be dishonorably dis- 
charged from the Military Academy, and turned 
over to the civil authorities for trial and pun- 
ishment. It has been suggested that young 
Whittaker, who is behind his class-mates in 
studies, although he stands above the most of 
them in deportment, wounded himself to excite 
sympathy and remain at West Point; but it is 
well known that the color-lMne has been strictly 
drawn at Annapolis as well as at West Point.

Other grain was relatively steady, 
though influenced to some extent by the move- 
ment in wheat. There was a good shipping de- 
mand for oats, they being scarce on the seaboard, 
and cash corn was wanted for carrying against 
May sales, the receipts dated yesterday and Tues - 
day being at a premium over those dated pre- 
viously,as they carry into next month for le in 
addition to the first storage rate. The key to the 
situation was the one fact thata leading oper- 
ator in wheat was supposed early to be on the 
bull side, and the market feil off after he had 
made a few purchases, which were not followed 
by the active demand generally expected, while 
there was a severe break in stovks in New York.

Dried fruits remained quiet, with no quota- 
ble change in values. Fish were dull. There 
was a quiet and generally steady market for oils. 
Paints are in increased demand. Pig-iron was 
again quoted dull and easy. 

Lumber continues in fair demand. Small car- 
goes were at the sale docks, but seemed to draw 
out few buyers. Sellers were asking previous 
prices. The yard dealers reportafair trade. 
The wool market was steady, with moderate 
sales to the Western manufacturers. Seeds 
were more active, chiefly clover and timothy, 
which were higher, being in moderate supply. 
Thdé@ate seeds were quiet and firm. Hides were 
steady, and hay ruled firm under a fair inquiry. 
No change was noticed in green fruits, except 
that strawberries are getting more plenty and 
cheaper every day.

A LARGE FLEET UNDER WAY.
